1952, 


Members of Local 146, International 
Chemical Workers Union will vote on 
the agreement tomorrow, 7 p m in a 
mass union meeting at Lompoc High 
School Workers could begin to return to 
work within a few hours of ratification 
but those details must still be worked 
out

secret four-hour session in the Airport 
Marina Hotel in Los Angeles On hand 
were federal mediator Frank Allen; 
A B Marchant, senior vice president of

J M in charge of employe relations; and 
Art Woods, chemical union international 
vice president and regional director. 
Today, Allen said; “Both parties have 
arrived at a tentative agreement 
, 
there was compromise on both sides.” 
That statement indicated at least a 
tentative resolution of the two major 
stumbling blocks to peace: the status of 
a worker who had been fired and cost of 
living raises. 
Allen said the agreement included a 
willingness by Marchant to negotiate the 
rehiring of Eugene Mitty who was fired 
by J-M for an alleged incident on the 
picket line on Dec 28 Whether that

was also on the rostrum 
The Supervisors’ second hearing on 
the oil company’s request for a rezoning 
of 1,500 acres in Corral and Las Flores 
Canyons, west of Goleta, for an oil and 
gas processing plant had been legally 
noticed for the auditorium of La Cumbre 
Junior High School last night 
But a squabble had broken out earlier 
in the day among four board members 
when it was learned that Supervisor 
Robert Kallman viewed as the swing 
vote on the issue, was going to be 
confined to Santa Barbara hospital 
suffering from an ulcer. 
After the tiff. Supervisor Harrell 
Fletcher of Santa Maria said he would 
not attend the hearing in the school 
Fletcher originally had opposed moving

the dispute a continuation of the lockout, 
but the company said it was a strike.

The dispute began officially on Oct. 24 
when workers rejected a final salary

However the workers remained on the 
job while negotiations continued on a 
sporadic basis That status continued 
until the company action of Dec 9 


1 nder terms of the new contract, that 
still must be ratified, workers will 
receive increases equivalent to $1 72 an 
hour over the three-year contract The 
amount includes a variety of fringe 
benefits in addition to wage increases.

Ford seen open to tax compromise 


ATLANTA 
(U PI) 
— 
President 
Ford 
today 
expressed a new willingness to accept congressional 
changes in his tax cut plan and reported that his 
economic-energy program has won some favorable 
support among leaders at home and abroad. 
The President’s remarks came at a breakfast 
meeting with Southern editors and broadcasters. 
Ford, who came to Atlanta in an effort to win grass­ 
roots support for his economic-energy proposals, said 
he had made "some headway” during a meeting 
Monday night with eight Southern governors. The 
governors, including George C. Wallace of Alabama, 
expressed cautious support for Ford’s program. 


He also said that his strategy for combating the 
world energy shortage and bringing down the high 
price of oil had drawn a generally favorable response 
from the leaders of some other Western industrial 
nations. 
The leaders he specifically mentioned were West 
German 
Chancellor 
Helmut 
Schmidt, 
French 
President Valery Giscard d’Estaing and British 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson. 
Turning his attention to Congress, Ford said he 
could “go along" with a measure approved Monday by 
the House Ways and Means Committee that would 
allow an $8,4 billion tax cut for low and middle-income 


persons in 1975, including tax payments of up to $20( 
for the working poor. 


The committee is working today on a seconc 
proposal that would provide for $6.9 billion or more ir 
one-time tax rebates in 1974. 


The House measure is "not too far from what we 
proposed,” Ford said. But he added, "certainly wanl 
to.read the fine print.” 


The President had proposed a one-time, $12 billion 
individual rebate on 1974 taxes and a $12 billion tax 
reduction in 1975. 
Council hopefuls stake out claims in first forum

A four-way race for one open seat on the Lompoc City 
' Council got under way on a spirited note last night as 70 
citizens packed the multi-use room of the Lompoc Library 
to query the candidates in their first campaign outing. 
Each contender was rewarded with applause at the 
forum, sponsored by the Lompoc Valley Jaycees. The 
hopefuls steered clear of attacks on each other, some saving 
their darts for the present council. 


A special city election to fill the unexpired term of late 
Councilman Sol Lefkowitz — until 1978 — will be held March 
4. 
"I've learned a good deal about city business and how the 
city functions,” said Elinor Lefkowitz, 1720 Sheffield Drive, 
of her 13 years here and her work with earlier city civic 
buildings and Civic Auditorium Restoration panels. 


“Through my life, I have learned financial responsibility 
in business and in government," the former cost accountant 
and present civic group participant added. Business 
experience with construction companies elsewhere, she 
said, have also familiarized her with community planning. 
" I think that good city government is management of the 
city’s functions fairly and without favor," she summed up. 
Alberta Morgan of 813 West College Ave., who has lived 13 
years in Lompoc, said: “I think that the people here in 


Lompoc need citizen input and said this is what she’s been 
working for before the council. “We should be able to have 
input in what we’re involved in,” she enlarged. 
Asked why she is also running for a post on the Board of 
Trustees of the Lompoc Unified School District, Mrs. 
Morgan said; “I had no intention of running for the school 
board until I found out that millions of dollars were going for 
the County Regional Opportunity Program.” She rapped 
this program for providing low wages ($2 per hour) for 
students to train for occupations which, she said, are also 
poorly paid. 
" I ’m not being a hog trying to take two places,” she said 
of her dual candidacy, " I feel that the city, the county and 
the schools should work together." 
“If you don’t want somebody who’s going to work hard for 
you, don’t vote for me," she summed up. 
Crediting 
himself 
with 
22 
years 
in 
supervisorial 
accounting and management jobs, Tom Green, 1524 East 
Lemon Ave., said the council is like “the board of directors 
of a multi-million dollar corporation." 
" I believe my background in accounting and management 
has given me the background necessary to do that which is 
needed," Green, a 15-year resident, put forth. “You need 
experience in asking the type of question that would bring 
out that someone’s trying to shove something down your 
throat." 
Before arriving in Lompoc 10 years ago, Joe Valencia, 


1317 North First Place, said he’s helped draft the 
development plans for the Lompoc housing areas of 
Crestview Terrace, Cherry Park and Mission Hills. Since 
then, Valencia said, he’s served on city commissions for 
seven years and as a leader in local youth sports 
organizations. 


Valencia said: "The best social service is the well spent 
tax dollar" and added this is what he is promising if elected. 
Current chairman of the city Parks and Recreation 
Commission, the candidate pointed to this panel’s work and 
youth sports programs successes as examples of his ability 
to get things done. 


Mrs. 
Lefkowitz 
lists 
her 
occupation 
as 
property 
management, meaning, she said, that she manages rentals 
in homes she owns in other cities. Mrs. Morgan said she is 
unemployed and 
would have the time to be both 
councilwoman and schools trustee. Green operates his own 
local realty firm. Valencia is a systems analyst with ITT on 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
The four attacked the issues this way: 
C ITY GROWTH: 
Green opened 
by staking out a position strongly 
supporting what he termed controlled economic growth that 
would 
"enhance 
our esthetic values" and promote 
"neighborhood acceptance." 
" I believe that we must continue to pursue other 


industries’ locating in our area.” he advanced. 
Green backed ongoing city financial support of the 
Lompoc 
Valley 
Economic 
Development 
Association 
(LED A ) by saying: “At the present time there is no way 
you can measure what it might have done.” The city 
contributes $20 yearly to both LE D A and the Lompoc Valley 
Chamber of Commerce and Green indicated he thinks both 
allocations will prove good investments. 


“I personally thank the Chamber of Commerce as our 
publicity agent," the candidate said. "Every organism 
grows to maturity, levels off and then dies unless there is 
new life or new activity. Are we ready to level off and die? 
Of course not," he said. 


Valencia, who said he favors "a systematic approach for 
encouraging light industry to come into the area," opposed 
the city stipends to these groups. A better use for the 
money, he said, would be to invest it in setting up a light 
industrial park where prospective incoming industries could 
conveniently relocate. 
Calling city support of the Chamber of Commerce 
"traditional and kind of a necessity," Mrs. Lefkowitz said of 
the L E D A contribution: "The merchants are also supposed 
to support the economic development association . . . The 
last time I heard it, the dues from the merchants hadn’t 
been made as much as expected.”

county 
sportsman’s associations expressed opposition 
Monday to higher rates at Lake Cachuma 
County Recreational Area as recommended by 
the County Parks Commission and staff. 
However, the Board of Supervisors voted 
approval of the higher rates suggested by 
County Parks Director Michael H. Pahos and 
supported last week by the commission. 
The board’s action makes the new rates 
effective March 1 and provides for an estimated 
revenue increase of $77,000 based on current use 
of the park 


John Dwyer, of Lompoc Sportsman’s Assn., 
pointed out that while the county has proposed 
another rate increase for park users for 
entrance fees, auto season pass, camping, and

'Suppressed7 film may point to Kennedy death conspiracy 


A decade later, President's assassination still a fresh wound 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — "Reading the Warren Commission 
report on President Kennedy's assassination was like ripping the 
bandage from a still fresh wound,” wrote Merriman Smith, who 
was there. 
A decade later, the wound may not be healed. 
Robert 
Groden 
says 
more 
than 
one 
person 
was involved in the assassination of President John Kennedy, that 
Lee Harvey Oswald had nothing to do with it —and that he has the 
film to prove it. 
Groden is a New York photographer and optical specialist. He 
showed the film Monday at a news conference called by political 
activist Dick Gregory, who said last week he had evidence 
indicating the Central Intelligence Agency was involved in the 
Kennedy assassination. 
Gregory said the film was partially to back up those allegations. 
Groden said the film was a blown-up version of the Abraham 
Zapruder film, the only one of the actual shooting, and that it 
showed “as many as four, possibly five” persons were shooting at 
the president, and proves Oswald “ had nothing to do with the 
assassination.” 
He said the film was the property of Time Inc but refused to say 
how the film was obtained. 
This was the same film the Warren Commission studied before 
concluding Oswald acted alone in the killing of Kennedy. 
Kennedy was killed in a motorcade in Dallas, Texas, on Nov. 22, 
1963 Oswald was arrested for the assassination and was himself 
killed in the Dallas police headquarters by a bystander, Jack 
Ruby. 
The film, enlarged and shown in slow motion, showed Kennedy 
being hit in the head Groden said the film shows the force of the 


bullet pushing Kennedy back and to his left, indicating he was shot 
from the front and not from the back as was originally thought. 
The film also shows two men Groden said were shooting at 
Kennedy. One was behind a pedestal on a grassy knoll in front of 
the motorcade. The other is also in front of the motorcade, under a 
low tree, and his head is visible on the film. 
Groden said he is carrying a rifle, but it is hard to distinguish 
the "rifle” from the tree branches. Both are blurred in the film. 


Groden said at least six bullets were fired at Kennedy —not 
three as the Warren Commission had concluded 
The first shoj missed the president and hit a street curb, he said, 
and was later removed by the FBI. He said the second shot was 
fired from behind and hit Kennedy in the back and the third shot 
hit then Gov. John Connally of Texas in the shoulder. 
The fourth, shot from behind, he said, hit Kennedy in the head 
and then the fifth hit Kennedy in the front of the head and lifted 
him backwards. 
"The shot from behind that hit him in the head and then the one 
from the front were fired in less than one-eighteenth of a second,” 
Groden said. 
He said a bullet fired from Oswald’s supposed position in the 
window of the Texas Bank Depository would have hit Kennedy at a 
different angle than any of the wounds he received. 
Gregory said the film was suppressed for 11 years because "it 
was limited to excerpts and still photographs that failed to show 
the important points of the film and its implications.” 
Gregory said he will meet with the Rockefeller commission 
presently investigating CIA activities, and more evidence will be 
released in the next three or four weeks on the assassination. 


The nine members, chaired by Chief Justice Earl Warren, took 
10 months after John Kennedy’s death, Nov. 22, 1963, to prepare 
their report. It made two significant points, both criticized for 
years 
—"On the basis of these findings, the commission has concluded 
that Lee Harvey Oswald was the assassin of President Kennedy ” 
—'in its entire investigation the commission has found no 
evidence of conspiracy, subversion or disloyalty to the U S 
government by any federal, state or local official.” 
Since John Kennedy, his brother Robert and the Rev. Martin 
Luther King were killed, a whole breed of assassination buffs have 
been spawned —men and women able to list the grisly events in 
Dallas with the ease of a baseball fan remembering the plays in a 
World Series game. 
The Watergate disclosures gave credibility to what once seemed 
flights of fancy. Employes of the White House caught bugging the 
opposite party. The No. 2 presidential aide convicted in the 
burglary of Daniel Ellsberg's psychiatrist. Four of Richard 
Nixon’s top aides convicted of obstruction of justice. 
In this atmosphere, a new series of statements has been made 
about the President’s assassination which include . 
—A statement by the office of Rep. Henry Gonzalez, D-Tex., 
that he would seek a congressional investigation into political 
assassinations. 
—A copy of Washingtonian magazine, currently on news stands, 
makes no new charges, but finds it significant that Watergate 
figure E. Howard Hunt was in Mexico City when alleged assassin 
Lee Harvey Oswald was there seeking a passport to Cuba. 
For many persons who remember what they were doing when 
they heard Kennedy was shot, new discussions of the 


assassination evoke memories like those of Smith, the late UPI 
reporter who was four cars away from Kennedy when the gun 
went off He won a Pulitzer Prize for his reporting. He was on the 
team that spent three days with the 888-page Warren report. 
"While examining the dry language of reports on the Kennedy 
autopsy performed after his body was returned to Washington, I 
felt an uneasy chill of remembrance,” Smith wrote in September, 
1964. 
"When the Kennedy car stopped at the entrance to Parkland 
Hospital that sunny afternoon, I ran to the side of the vehicle. The 
President was face down on the back seat, inert and for all 
practical measurements, dead at that moment. 
"Mrs Kennedy cradled her arms around his head and I reported 
at the time she seemed to be whispering to him,” he continued 
"From the Warren Commission, I learned she was saying i love 
you Jack.’ But he didn't hear her. He had heard nothing since 
Oswald's second bullet blew away part of his head The autopsy 
said the head wound measured five inches at its greatest 
diameter.” 
Smith said he and some of the Secret Service agents on duty had 
terrible dreams 
"Over a period of weeks — perhaps months, for I lost count 
—not a night passed without my hearing in troubled sleep those 
three sharp rifle shots ... the scream of sirens... the skidding stop 
in the hospital driveway 
brown bubbles coming from the chest 
wound of Gov. John Connally of Texas ... the dark stain spreading 
down the suit of the face-<lown Kennedy," he wrote. 
"This awful nightmarish period passed eventually, but it comes 
back again occasionally. And now the Warren Report. Dear God. 
may I never dream again 
At least not this dream ” 


Viet leaders, publishers 
protest newspaper closings 


SAIGON I U PI) — Politicians and publishers 
today condemned the government's closing of 
five newspapers and the arrests of newsmen in 
the most severe crackdown on the press since 
President Nguyen Van Thieu took office. 
Fifteen opposition representatives in the 
National Assembly demanded, "Thieu must 
resign at once. He is the enemy of democracy, 
freedom and justice. Thieu means war and 
corruption in the army.” 
A newspaper publishers' group called the 
Committee for the Struggle of the Freedom of 
the Press said in a statement, "Thieu killed five 
papers that dared tell the truth.” 


The government Monday revoked the licenses 
of five of Saigon's 11 Vietnamese-language 
dailies and announced it had arrested "a 
number of underground Communist cadres 
operating in the editorial offices” of the papers. 
Police sources said at least 15 publishers and 


journalists were being held. 


The permanent closing of the papers was the 
first such government move since the military 
overthrow of the late President Ngo Dinh Diem 
in 1963 


The government confiscated the Monday 
editions of four other newspapers. All nine 
published a "political indictment” of Thieu 
issued by an opposition activist, the Rev. Tran 
Huu Thanh. 


Some observers here saw the closings as a 
move by Thieu to silence opposition to his 
government. 


They said the action also could prompt fresh 
opposition to Thieu in the U.S. Congress, which 
already has expressed reluctance to approve a 
request for $300 million in additional military 
aid for Saigon. 


Intense fighting erupts 
Ethiopian rebel conflict 


ADDIS ABABA (U PI) — Intense fighting erupted today in the 
streets of Asmara where hundreds of rebels in civilian clothes 
slipped past government troops trying to crush the Eritreans’ 13- 
year-old independence struggle. 
A massive airlift hauled out hundreds of American and 
European nationals trapped in the embattled provincial capital 
since full-scale fighting erupted in the area Friday. At least 300 
Americans were stationed in Asmara. 
Fearing the capital may come under attack in this hardest 
fighting in the history of the separatist ipovement, Ethiopia’s 
military rulers sent hundreds of troops into the streets of Addis 
Ababa, and put additional guards on the airport. 
Residents said fighting flared anew in a score of places in 
Asmara after a comparatively quiet morning when scattered 
gunfire was heard. 


"Many of the Eritreans are just wearing civilian clothes and it 
is almost impossible to tell what is happening,” an Italian resident 
said. "The army is firing at anything moving.” 
Diplomatic sources said the rebels attacked oil storage dumps 
around the city and blew up a major bridge leading to Asmara, 
isolating a relief column of several hundred tank-supported troops 
from the main army units in the town. 


Ford's advisers affirm more 
joblessness, recession due 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) 
- 
President Ford’s chief econom­ 
ic advisers said today recession 
and unemployment will worsen 
in the months ahead. They said 
"consumers hold the key” to 
freeing the nation from its 
economic doldrums. 
The three-member Council of 
Economic Advisers predicted 
an upturn in economic activity 
later this year. But it said that 
for the next five months, the 
downhill slide into deepening 
recession "is likely to be 
severe.” 
In fact, the council said: 
"The momentum of the decline 
is so great that a quick 
turnaround 
and 
a 
strong 
recovery in economic activity 
are not yet assured.” 


This gloomy assessment of 
the nation’s economic plight 
was part of the Economic 
Report of the President, an in- 
depth study prepared each year 
by the CEA and sent to 
Congress a day or two after the 
budget messsage. 
In accompanying remarks, 
Ford said the United States 
was experiencing a "severe 
recession." He urged Congress 
to act quickly on his package of 


individual income tax cuts, 
business incentives and pe­ 
troleum tax increases, as well 
as his $52 billion deficit budget 
for the coming fiscal year 
CEA Chairman Alim Green­ 
span told reporters that the size 
of the administration’s budget 
deficit "makes me uncomforta­ 
ble,” and that two years of 
unemployment 
averaging 
about 8 per cent "is not 
acceptable.”

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Former POW's big adjustment 
problem — women's new role 


SAN DIEGO 
(UPI) - A major 
problem for U.S. officers who spent 
years 
as 
prisoners 
of 
the 
North 
Vietnamese has been the adjustment to 
the more aggressive and independent 
role 
of 
women 
in 
American 
life- 
particularly their wives. 
That was one of the conclusions of a 
two-year study of 591 former POWs by 
the Center for Prisoner of War Studies, 
said Army Capt Hamilton I. McCubbin, 
in charge of the center’s family section. 
When the study began, most of the 
former POWs’ wives— who had taken 
over as heads of their families while 
their husbands were captives—said they 
would give up their responsibilities and 
turn the leading role back to their 
husbands. 
“ But 
it 
was 
harder 
than 
they 
im agined/’ McCubbin said 
“They have established new identities 
legitimized by women’s lib For the first 
six months after their returns, it was a 
whole new ball game for the families to 
determine who did what. The divorce 
rate probably reflects how some of the 


families decided to work it out,” he said. 
The divorce rate was 27 per cent, 
which although sizable is well below the 
national average of more than 40 per 
cent. 
"We don’t consider this striking or 
unusual,” said Dr. John R. Plag, the 
center director. 
"To compare the 
divorce rate with the rest of the United 
States you would be missing the boat 
because they are highly trained and 
talented individuals.” 
He said that twelve of the returnees 
had serious problems readjusting to 
freedom, six have drinking problems 
and six had "severe” mental problems, 
including one who has been hospitalized 
since his return. 


The large majority of the returned 
POWs and their families have managed 
to cope with the experience, Plag said. 
He called the returnees and their 
families "an extremely resilient and 
adaptive group of people who Jiave very 
well withstood the stresses imposed 
upon them.” 


Man says abducted by Patty 
Hearst; FBI not excited

The FBI said there was no 
federal offense involved and it

investigate 
Despite 
C arr’s 
story “ there is nothing to lead 
us to believe that she is in Los 
Angeles,” said Assistant FBI 
Director William B Sullivan, 
head of the Los Angeles office. 
Police said Carr was given a 
lie detector test but the results 
were “ inconclusive ” 


Carr said that two black 
women and a white woman 
approached him as he got out of 
his car in the parking lot of a 
Hollywood discount store and 
commandeered 
his

gunpoint. 
He said the white woman was 
called "Patty” by the others 
and was Miss Hearst. He said 
she wore hunting boots and a 
beret. "She had no makeup on. 
She was not disguised,” he told 
television interviewers. 
“There she was as big as day. 
Patty Hearst was standing 
there, and as soon as I saw her 
I said, Oh My God, it’s her’,” 
he said 
One of the black women held 
a pistol on him, he said. 
He said they forced him to 
drive around the Hollywood 
area for 45 minutes, and that at 
one point, they stopped and 
Miss Hearst got out of the car 
and returned later. 
In an interview with KPIX- 
TV of San Francisco, Carr said 
that Miss Hearst was carrying 


Nuclear plant accidents more 
likely than believed — expert 


SEATTLE (UPI) - The chances of nuclear 
accidents at reactors may be far greater than 
was previously thought, according to a former 
nuclear consultant. 
Carl J Hocevar said Monday that nuclear 
safety has for the past 10 to 20 years been no 
more than a m atter of gut feeling. He said 
research is showing previous estim ates of slim 
chances for nuclear accidents to be inaccurate 
For example, Hocevar said, the Atomic 
Energy Commission originally projected the 
chances of a nuclear cooling system failing at 
only one in a million 
Revised projections now put the chance of 
failure at one in 17,000, he said "More research 
could show the chances are even greater,” he 
said “ When the Apollo project was under way, 
chances of system failure were put at one in 
10,000 In reality, the chances turned out to be 


one in 25.” 
Hocevar, speaking for the Union of Concerned 
Scientists, proposed a moratorium on nuclear 
plants until more research has been completed. 
Hocevar was once a Boeing engineer and 
spent seven years working on nuclear-system 
safety for a sub-contractor at the Idaho Falls 
National Reactor testing station. 
He resigned last year because of what he 
called mounting frustration of a lack of national 
policy on nuclear safety. 
Hocevar suggested that until a ban on nuclear 
plants could be lifted the nation's energy 
demands could be met through a combination of 
conservation and construction of coal-fired 
generating plants. 
He said the U.S. has the technology to build 
cleaner burning coal mines and to mine coal 
more safely. 


Pension loophole law falters: 
Assemblyman would lose benefits

Legislation aimed at plugging a 
retirem ent “ loophole” for cer­ 
tain local officials foundered in 
the assembly today after one 
legislator voiced worry that he 
might lose some of his own 
pension benefits.

'Cast-off' Hall pins foes

Last summer Cabrilio wrestler Mark Hall (5-9, 148-pound 
junior> was toting around a little extra weight. 
Dave Long, Cabrilio wrestling coach, was quite concerned 
whether Hall could lose all the weight by the start of the 
grappling season. 
The report from Hall’s physician, Dr. Jean Michels, was 
gloomy. She could not forsee Mark stepping onto the 
Conquistador wrestling mats this year. 
Mark’s excess poundage was not caused by frequent face- 
stuffing, although by his own admission he likes to indulge in 
tasty treats occasionally. The weight problem was a cast on 
his right leg that protected a knee fresh from surgery. 
Long had plenty to worry about, since Hall was a league 
champion at 138 last year and went on to place second in the 
C IF sectionals. 
"Mark was probably one of the best and most successful 
sophomores we’ve had at the school,” said Long. 
“ I anticipated another great year,” continued Long. “ And 
then this silly, unexpected, freak injury about ended his 
career.” 
Hall was in the Cabrilio wrestling room during a summer 
workout in July when another Cabrilio wrestler landed on 
Mark’s right knee during a brief time out from practice. 
“ It twisted my knee,” explained Mark. “ I thought I 
sprained it so I tried to get it back into shape, but when it 
didn’t happen I went to the doctor.” 
Hall’s injury was diagnosed as a torn cartilage in his right 
knee, and after a few days of walking around with his leg in 
a brace, everything seemed to be okay. 
But “ I started wrestling again m August and my knee 
started bothering me again,” recalled Mark. 
It was back to the doctor, this time in San Luis Obispo, 
who detected a slight tear in Mark’s right medial cartilage. 
When the doctor suggested surgery Mark said ‘fine,’ but 
protested a proposed delay of one month. 
“ I wanted to do it right away,” stated Mark. “ 1 really 
wanted to wrestle this year.” 
Hall rushed back to Dr. Michels, who took out the 
damaged 
cartilage, 
and 
Mark 
wasted 
no 
time 
in 
commencing his comeback efforts. 


“ Dr. Michels said that it (the cartilage) was really 
mutilated and worse than she thought,” reflected Hall. “ I 
started on getting my knee back into shape as soon as 
possible.” 
Unfortunately, however, Dr Michels had a bleak outlook 
on Mark’s wrestling activities for ’75. 
“ She didn’t think I ’d be wrestling until after Christmas if 
then,” remembered Mark. 
However, Hall refused to lose sight of the goals he had set 
for himself — to wrestle this season, and wrestle well. 
Hall began his comeback with flexing exercises in front of 
the television set and proceeded to swimming and 
eventually light weight lifting. Mark hit the jackpot earlier 
this year when Dr. Michels pronounced him sound enough to 
wrestle. 
“ She wanted me to wrestle,” related Hall " I’m sure 
she’s a Cabrilio wrestling fan.” 
And Hall has wrestled this year. He is apparently well on 
his way to winning another league championship (this time 
at 145) as he has a perfect 9-0 Northern League log, and is 
one of the premier grapplers on a team that not only leads 
its league but is rated fourth in the entire Southern Section 
of CIF 
Early in the season Hall placed first in his weight class at 
the Simi Valley tournament and was named “ Most 
Outstanding Wrestler” of the tourney. 
“ It’s remarkable,” stated Long in praising Hall and his 
successful comeback. “ Within six weeks he was out 
exercising and within eight weeks he was back wrestling. 
“ It was all due to his initiative, drive, and desire to get 
back into athletics. I feel it is a compliment to him, his 
mother, and his family.” 
Outside of wrestling, Mark has proven himself to be no 
dummy as he carries a 3.6 grade point average. 
“ He takes pride in everything he does,” said Long. 
And the one thing he takes the most pride in is his family. 
“ We’re real close,” stated Mark. “ My mother is a great 
help in wrestling. She comes to all the matches and is my 
most avid fan.” 
Mark has seven brothers and two sisters (ages 12-30).

NEW YORK ~ (NEA > - It was only a 
decade ago, but it seems like decades 
ago, that an idea concerning a piece 
about a baseball broadcaster was turned 
down by the managing editor of a great 
Midwestern daily. The reason given was 
that television or radio — “ remember, 
they are our direct competitors” — 
should get no more exposure than 
necessary. 
That philosophy has gone the way of 
baggy flannel uniforms. It is a tapered, 
double-knit age and the great mouth of 
television has all but consumed us, 
particularly in the print business. 
Howard Cosell, for example, may be 
the single most recognizable individual 
in sports. At one time fans, upon 
meeting a sportswriter, would ask, 
“ What’s Joe Namath really like?” For 
the sports world once revolved around 
Namath 
Today, 
fans 
ask 
instead, 
“ What’s Howard Cosell really like?” 
Who was to replace Don Meredith on 
the Monday Night TV troika?” “ Who

was to replace his replacement, Fred 
Williamson?” “ Will Howard return 
next season?” These are as wondered 
about as the next episode of As the 
World Turns. 
On a dull day, or any other day for that 
matter, a sportswriter may churn out a 
story 
about 
a 
sportscaster 
or 
sportscasting. Unfailingly, the tack 
taken will concern the ineptitudes, 
foibles, inaccuracies, illiteracies and 
spinelessness of the mikemen. 
The writers and stories may be right 
on target. For banality does indeed 
appear 
the 
golden 
fleece 
for 
sportscasters. Yet if the sportswriters 
are to attack these sportscasters, why 
don’t they also analyze sportswriters? 
There is certainly as much pomp, as 
much brainlessness, as much cliche- 
glut, as much fawning on the boob page 
as on the boob tube. But there is a read- 
no-evil code among sportswriters. 
It is curious that the sportswriters 


pick apart the sportscasters but the 
sportscasters, when they do mention 
sportswriters at all, express only kid- 
glove sentiments. 
This is dually repulsive. 
First, sportscasters view themselves 
as entertainers, not journalists, and 
therefore have no commitment to 
“ truth.” This is particularly so of the 
jock-broadcasters, whose training on 
the ball fields somehow has influenced 
producers to believe that they have been 
equally trained for the broadcasting 
booth. 
That is not the main reason, though, 
that they do not criticize sportswriters. 
They do not criticize sportswriters 
because they don’t or can’t read 
newspapers — or anything else. They 
are as prepared for their work as 
Napoleon’s troops were to overtake 
Russia. 
This is not to say that many 
sportswriters read anything other than 


their own 
stories, 
scanning tl 
meticulously for typos. 
In sports pages generally, then 
little if any reliance on history, 
psychology, on art, on music, 
anything, in fact, other than the »1 
and now. Sports, though not to be ta 
as seriously as life or death or disa: 
films, ought somehow to be hanc 
within the context of the times. 
But that takes work. So much easie 
plop before the television set and t 
troop to the typewriter, where one n 
disgorge his innermost revelati 
about the sedentary experience. 
Admittedly, many of us sportswrit 
are not very mechanical, and it 
amazing how many of us forget t 
there is a dial on the TV set which n 
turn off the voice without turning off 
picture. 
None of this is meant to say t 
criticism of sportscasters is unjust. 1 
it is hypocritical not to give equal tr 
to our print peers. 
Above all, reminds the French se 
we must cultivate our own garden.

by unemployment — demanded 
at the Capitol protest Monday 
that Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. appeal the ruling and seek a 
one-year moratorium until the 
controversy can be resolved. 


But following a two-hour 
meeting 
between 
administration 
officials and 
logger representatives, logger 
spokesman David Snodderly 
said: 
“ They 
(the 
adm inistration) 
are 
not 
budging an inch. We came 
here to get the ear of the 
governor and he’s not even 
here. 
We are going home 
disappointed ” 
The governor was in Los 
Angeles Monday. 
State Resources Secretary 
Claire Dedick told newsmen 
after the meeting her agency 
will proceed with efforts to 


handle the problem adminis­ 
tratively. 
Ms. Dedrick said the loggers 
“ just want the law (requiring 
th eEIR ’s) to go away.” 
During the demonstration, 
the loggers chanted “ We Want 
Brown. We Want Brown.” At 
the same time, 10 big timber 
trucks roared past the Capitol 
in parade fashion with their 
horns blasting. Many of the 
timbermen had driven 800 miles 
through a severe storm to 
attend. 
It 
was 
the 
first 
major 
demonstration against Brown 
since he became governor. 


Unless something is done 
s w iftly , 
the 
loggers 
complained, timber operations 
would come to a halt in 
communities already hard hit 
by unemployment. A slowdown 
in 
the 
home 
construction 
industry has idled about 80 per 
cent of the loggers, resulting in 
a 20 per cent unemployment 
rate 
in 
rural 
Northern 
California. 


Following the Jan 14 court 
ruling, 
Ms. 
Dedrick issued 
emergency timber regulations 
designed to prevent delays in 
logging operations and at the 


same time protect the environ­ 
ment. 


Snodderly, executive director 
of Associated California Log­ 
gers, said he opposed the 
“ hastily prepared” regulations 
because “ most timber opera­ 
tions will still have to file full 
environment impact reports.” 


B ill Stall, the governor’s

Brown cuts costly seal 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. has 
discarded the embossed gold seal used by former Gov. Ronald 
Reagan on his letterheads at a savings of $5,000, it was disclosed 
today. 
Brown also said in an interview he has stopped using Reagan’s 
automatic signature-writing machine because he doesn’t like the 
idea of letters and documents being signed without his knowledge. 
When Brown was inaugurated last month, he and his aides 
began using Reagan’s old stadionery, typing Brown’s name over 
that of the former governor. But this was too costly in terms of 
wasting employes’ time, Brown said, so new stationery was 
ordered.

Legislative Audit Committee, 
also 
recommended 
the 
abolition of the 40-year-old 
minimum wholesale and retail 
pricing program that now costs 
more than $1 million annually 
to administer. 
Several measures currently 
are pending in the legislature to 
end the program.

“ Could you possibly work with that same city 
Council?” Mrs. Morgan was asked from the 
audience. She said she could. 
On council procedure, Green said, “ An 
informed and understanding public will more 
than likely be a cooperative public,” adding that 
in his realty board experience he’s found that 
the public often offers very little input. 
COUNCIL ATTENDANCE: 
Valencia said he’s attended most council 
meetings since November but few before that 
due to his commission meeting schedule.

The Bermuda Cup 
Pros stoop to amateur signals 
in world bridge classic 


By Oswald Jacoby 


SOUTHAMPTON, 
Bermuda 
— (NEA) — Here is one of the 
hands that caused all the 
ruckus. It is from the world 
championship bridge tourna­ 
ment in Bermuda and the ac­ 
cusations of cheating have hit 
the front pages of major 
newspapers throughout the 
country. 
This hand is from the first 
night of competition, Friday, 
Jan. 24 The members of the 
French bridge team sat North 
and South while two new 
members of the Italian team, 
defending its world title, sat 
East and West. On this par­ 
ticu lar hand Gianfranco 
Facchini sat East while Sergio 
Zucchelli sat West. 
The monitor that night was 
Bruce Keidan, a correspondent 
for the Philadelphia Inquirer. 
He 
was the first official to 
recognize any irregularity He 
noticed Facchini tap his 
partner firmly on the toes dur­ 
ing six of the 16 hands played 
Three other officials noted 
similar movements on the 
following day. 
A member of the French 
team, sitting South, was the 
dealer. He opened the bidding 
with a standard one notrump 
North’s reply was a two- 
diamond Jacoby transfer bid 
which asked his partner to bid 
the next highest suit. South 
obliged with two hearts, putting 
the final contract in the 
stronger hand. This is the 
primary purpose of the Jacoby 
transfer. 


Zucchelli opened the 10 of 
spades, a most unusual lead in 
view of his club holding. This 
lead held the contract to just 
four tricks. A club lead, on the 
other hand, permits South to 
take the first trick with his ace 


and dump the lone spade loser 
from dummy on his king of 
clubs, giving declarer an extra 
trick. On this hand, the Italian 
team only picked up one IM P 
(International Match Point). If 
North held one more spade, the 
different leads could have spell­ 
ed the difference between mak­ 
ing the contract and being set 
In this vulnerable situation it 
would have meant a shift of 12 
IMPs

plays of “footsies, ’ I do not 
believe the many inspired leads 
could have been made merely 
from the bidding which took 
place on the questioned hands. 


The questioned hands were 
those where officials w itnessed 
foot signals Time and again the 
leads were unusual and just 
what the partner would 
'order’’ if he were permitted to 
do so 
These charges in no way in­ 
criminate the other skilled ex­ 
perts of the Italian team, head­ 
ed by Giorgio Belladonna and 
Benito Carosso. two former 
members of the famed Italian 
Blue Team The other two new 
members. Arturo Franco and 
Vito Tittale. appeared to De 
very skilled and talented bridge 
experts In no way should this 
reflect on their outstanding 
play 
The tournament has been 
hosted beautifully by the Ber­ 
muda officials On the other 
hand. I find the World Bridge 
Federation has been lax on 
limiting the length of play per- 
mitted. The V S 
team 
representing North America, 
along with Brazil representing 
South America, have held their 
play within logical time limits 
The Indonesians, representing 
Asia, and the Italians, 
representing Europe, have been 
permitted to run far over the 
scheduled time limits 
The North American team 
had previously stated they 
would withdraw from the tour­ 
nament if the Italian team was 
not banned from the competi­ 
tion 
Louis Mathe of the 
American Contract Bridge 
League, Edgar Kaplan (both 
former world champions) and 
myself, captain of two cham­ 
pionship teams, convinced 
members of the U S team they 
should remain in the competi­ 
tion under protest Under these 
conditions the U.S. team met 
the Italians for the first time 
Jan 27 
The bidding screens were 
used for the first time in the 
world championship matches, 
mainly to prevent any ac­ 
cusations of cheating But as I 
stated before the tournament: 
‘‘Don't bet on it'” In bridge 
anything can happen and usual­ 
ly does That’s what makes it 
the classic game it is 
I’m just sorry it might reflect 
on the other four members of 
the Italian team, who have dis­ 
played some of the best in ex­ 
pert play and bidding For one 
who assisted in breaking the 
Japanese code in World War II, 
I regret that the two members 
of the Italian team, Facchini 
and Zucchelli. were so un­ 
imaginative as to use a code 
that must have prevailed in the 
earliest neighborhood bridge 
games. Surely in expert play, 
we should be entitled to 
something a little more 
sophisticated

Political 
early bird 


GILFORD, N.H - (NEAi - When, 
following schedule, the Morris Udall 
presidential campaign stopped at a 
home here for a reception, there was 
naught but embarrassed confusion The 
home looked deserted, the front walk 
was covered with snow and there were 
no cars of the faithful to be seen. 
"Well,'' said a Udall aide, miffed but 
hopeful while he whistled for inside 
attention, “we are a bit early.” 
Early — and how 
There are no records 
for this kind of thing 
save memory, but it 
appears the congress­ 
man from Arizona has 
established a record 
for 
premature 
pre­ 
sidential electioneer­ 
ing 
It is 14 months 
until New Hampshire 
h o ld s 
the 
f i r s t 
primary, almost two 
y e a r s 
until 
the 
national balloting, but 
here 
he 
is shaking 
hands 
and 
begging 
votes. 
“ I 
want 
to 
restore 
leadership," 
he says Yak, yak, yak 
and yawn 
At that, Udall's but one of many suiting 
up before the game commences. Jerry 
Ford announced his intentions to make a 
legitimate bid for the office last year, 
former Oklahoma Sen Fred Harris has 
been sniffing New Hampshire trails for 
months, Henry Jackson has come, Lloyd 
Bent sen, Jimmy Carter — and any 
number of others who forage in secrecy. 
“Every weekend it’s someone else," 
says a local, "senators, congressmen, 
governors, 
Oscar 
Weinermeyer 
of 
Oshkosh — God knows there’s still 
plenty of time to get more candidates 
than voters.” 
The natives, to be sure, don’t normally 
mind Incoming politicos drop dollars 
into the economy, create publicity which 
does things for the tourism industry — 
and besides, some of the candidates are 
more fun than the freakhouses at the 
state fair Says an observer: “We had 
this one guy come up one year who was 
so dumb he didn’t know the state 
borders. He spent a whole morning in 
one town, smiling and waving to all, 
before he found out the place was in 
Vermont.” 
Yet if this kind of activity can be fully 
appreciated dunhg an election year, it 
strains interest one year before. Udall is 
drawing scant crowds and Harris does 
little more than upset the population 
with schemes to the left of George 
McGovern. What’s more, says Carrol 
County 
Democratic 
Chairman 
Don 
Ekberg, “This early, all they do is screw 
up the party organization.” 
When they come in so far in advance 
of reality, Ekberg reasons, candidates 
tear at the unity of small state politics. 
The result is that friends side against 
friends, 
resources 
are 
taxed 
and 
enthusiasm is wounded. 
But the precocious candidates are 
undaunted. Udall, in fact, makes light of 
years 
past 
when 
he 
criticized 
presidential hopefuls for starting too 
early. His sudden switch in philosophy 
he says, “Only shows that the older you 
get, the wiser you get.’’ 
Udall claims the lesson of recent 
American politics is that the nation 
needs new leaders and they can’t be 
created by people going to the library 
and reading biographies. “We (the new 
leaders) have to get out and mingle. We 
have to be seen," he says. The oldies 
have the edge in recognition. Udall 
insists, and would unfairly retain it if 
early campaigning were forbidden. 
The Udall point is correct but it rings 
with 
a 
dull 
thud 
because 
of 
circumstantial political realities. If the 
new 
leaders 
were 
showing 
New 
Hampshire new truths or politics this 
early, the contribution would be of 
greater value. Instead, Mo Udall looks 
greatly like Ed Muskie, Fred Harris has 
somewhat of a rhetorical resemblance 
to Ben Spock, and Lloyd Bentsen, though 
a new face nationally, looks, sounds, and 
acts like the rich Texan he is. 
For all of their fresh identities, early 
campaigners here have lacked fresh 
insights — Harris wants to tax the rich 
and spare the poor. If the newboys are 
no more imaginative than the oldboys, 
early entry is a sham 
Still, 
the 
candidates 
push 
on, 
energetically if not wisely. Brochures, 
posters, 
interviews, 
12-hour 
days, 
caravans, ho-hum. Why? “To be a good 
president," says Udall, “you’ve got to 
be good and you’ve got to be president." 
It’s the kind of thing face Harry Truman 
might have said, and probably did. 


But never mind. The fact is there is 
another element in primary politics this 
time. Jealous of the attention New 
Hampshire receives at primary time, 
Vermont is now contemplating holding 
its primary on the same date, which of 
course would prompt New Hampshire to 
advance its race at least a week, which 
might well force similar legislation by 
Vermont — and before we know it, says 
Mo Udall, “the first primary may be 
next month" and all this earliness would 
nake some sense.

political scene as are news 
conferences 
and 
categoric 
denials. 
Every politician uses the 
trial balloon in an effort to get 
feedback 
from 
fellow 
politicians and the electorate 
about 
som e 
schem e 
or 
another he wishes to push. 
Usually, the way it works is 
that 
the 
idea 
will 
be 
mentioned to the media. When 
the concept is released to the 
masses, feedback gives the 
politician either a red light or 
green light and further action 
then takes place. We have 
seen quite a number of trial 


Not long ago I mentioned that only six 
persons were in the audience for a

Things have 
apparently gone down hill since then 
because I see a more recent meeting 
drew only four persons.

Also if Juncal or Gibralter 
Dams were to collapse due to some 
seismological disturbance, the escaping 
waters could be caught and stored in the 
extra storage capacity of Cachuma, 
although there is no flood control 
capacity in the design of the facility. 


Stubchaer thinks flood hazard acts as 
a restraint on urban development rather 
than on farming.

“The 1970 Corps of Engineers study tells 
the history of the 1969 Santa Ynez River 
flood. Countywide, the cost of the

was

The new system 
will be in place next fall. 
There’s not much information on it but 
the statistics gained in Stubchaer’s new 
program could be used in many, many 
ways. I can see Tom Stetson’s slide rule 
curling up at the toes in satisfaction with 
the new development. Stetson, of course 
is an engineering consultant for the 
Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District.

benefits they would 
get from a tax cut or 
perhaps from income 
payments 
would 
be 
wiped out by a rise in 
the cost of the stamps 
This food 
supplement makes the 
difference, particularly for the elderly, 
between existence and something like 
starvation. 
The rapid increase in the number of 
eligibles under a careful screening 
process is a measure of the deepening 
recession. The jump was nearly 
two 
million in December and the curve is 
steadily upward 
The President has ordered that across 
the board each person must pay 30 per 
cent of his or her income for food 
stamps. To be eligible, a household of 
four must have a monthly income of 
under $513 and resources of whatever 
kind of less than $1,500. 
The screening process involves so 
much paper work in state-administered 
plans that many who might be eligible 
do not try to qualify. Possibly another 15 
million could qualify and under the 
pressure of rising costs for rent, heat 
and the other necessities of life list is 
certain to grow 
Currently, the poorest recipients pay 
as little as five per cent of their income 
while the average is 23 per cent The 
President’s proposal would save $650 
million in the next fiscal year and $325 
million in the remaining months of the 
current year. 
For all the red tape in determining 
eligibility, the plan is essentially a 
simple one. An eligible family of four 
buys $154 worth of food stamps a month 
The price paid, 25 per cent of income, 
represents a bonus of perhaps 10 to 15 
per cent The stamps are taken to the 
grocery store where they are given for 
whatever food the recipient chooses just 
as though they were money. 
Even with the bonus provided by the 
stamps, a family of four must spend an 
estimated 40 per cent of income for 
food 
And no one can pretend that this puts a 
nutritionally adequate diet on the table. 
Only 10 per cent at this bottom level get 
a sufficient diet. 
The increase to 30 per cent ordered by 
the President will go into effect on 
March 1 unless Congress acts before 
that time. 
Sen. George McGovern, 
whose Committee on Nutrition led the 
way in 
exploring hunger in America, 
has put in a bill to hold percentages of 
income at present levels with the 
maximum charge reduced from 30 to 25 
per cent 
The measure has 45 co­ 
sponsors including Sen Hugh Scott, the 
minority leader, and 
several other 
Republicans. 
McGovern is confident the Senate will 
act before the deadline and he has had 
assurances of favorable action by the 
House The amount that would be saved 
is miniscule alongside the billions that 
go for other purposes, notably the 
proposed $90 billion defense budget.

The dismal economic outlook which 
greeted 
California’s 
new 
Governor 
Jerry Brown put a pall on the otherwise 
festive ceremonies which go with an 
incoming regime. It was not improved 
by Brown’s unveiling of his budget. 
The matter of paring expenses in 
government is one which should be 
continuous and not reserved for bad 
times It is obvious that Brown put forth 
a Herculean effort in cutting back 
expenditures in the perilous economic 
situation which presents the paradox of 
soaring prices in the face of massive 
unemployment. 
Most of them will be accepted by the 
Legislature but there is some indication 
of feeling that he went in the wrong 
direction on construction. The state has 
many critical building needs and there is 
much sentiment that, because of the 
massive unemployment, now is the time 
to meet them 
Hie Governor made it clear he fully 
appreciates the extent of unemployment 
and stated he would “use to the fullest 
the millions of dollars available to put 
Californians back to work.” Evidently 
he was thinking more in terms of federal 
funds which have been made available 
for public employment. 
But there are those who believe 
tackling the building needs now is a 
better way. Unlike the government jobs 
which appear to have too many “busy 
work" aspects, construction projects 
fulfill both the employment needs and 
the 
achievement 
of 
things 
with 
continuing public benefit. 
According to State Building Trades 
President James Lee 35 per cent of the 
construction workers are unemployed 
and this rises to more than 50 per cent in 
some locales. 
Much could be done without any strain 
on the general fund Last year the voters 
approved a $250 million bond issue for 
parks Only $25 million of the bonds have 
been sold and the agency presently has 
$10 
m illion 
appropriated 
for 
development, $7 million of which would 
be spent on labor That is estimated to 
provide 60,000 man days of work. 
Another $60 million or 360,000 more man 
days would be provided if the bonds 
were sold and the state accelerated the 
five year park improvement program. 
Parks 
does 
not 
offer 
the 
only 
opportunity to get state buildings under­ 
way. The number of state agencies 
leasing space in the Capitol City alone 
indicates the need for three new office 
buildings at about $60 million total or 
another 360,000 man days of work. Also 
there are the long stalled needs for new 
Archives and Supreme Court buildings 
and maybe a library Already it has been 
agreed there is a need for office 
buildings in Los Angeles and San Jose. 


There are other building needs of the 
prisons and State hospitals and the 
colleges 


A $500 million surplus has been 
estimated for the current budget year. 
This faces the danger of being wiped out 
by the loss of revenues due to drops in 
personal and corporate incomes and 
retail sales and by increases in the 
numbers on welfare. 


If the state vigorously pursued its 
building needs it would diminish the 
welfare rolls and reduce the tax revenue 
losses. 


Speaker Leo McCarthy, who was 
generally pleased with the Governor’s 
budget, expressed disagreement with 
the construction cutbacks. He prefers to 
use available money for building rather 
than welfare which offers no lasting 
benefits to the public.
